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village or school treasurer, and shall charge them respect-
ively with the amount of such order; Provided, That the
person so applying for such order shall deposit with the
auditor a certificate from the clerk of the township, city,
village or district, stating that such person is treasurer of
such township, city, village or district duly elected or
appointed, and he has given bond according to law, and
the auditor shall make out and transmit by mail on or be-
fore the fifteenth of March annually, to the'clerk or re-
corder of each organized township or incorporated city in
the county, a statement of all delinquent taxes due said
town or'city, which statement shall be filed and safely
kept by said clerk or recorder in hid office.

SEC. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage. t*keeffect

CHAPTER XXXVI.

An Act to amend Section one hundred and twenty-four
of Chapter eight of the General Statutes, relating to March °» i acp-
County Auditors.

SECTION I. Amendment to Section one hundred and twenty-four (124) of Chapter eight
(8) of the General Statutes. Compensation of County Auditors—how
regulated.

2. When act to t«t« effect.

JSe it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That section one hundred and twenty-four
(124) of chapter eight (8) of the general statutes of the
state, be and the same is hereby amended so us to read as
follows :
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Sec. 124. The salary of the county auditor shall be
regulated by the value of the taxable property in their
respective counties as fixed by the state board of equaliza-
tion for the preceding year, as follows : In counties where

<!om oninuon l'ie amouut °^ taxable property does not exceed the sum
ofcoumjAndj- of one and ouc-half million dollars, they shall be entitled
lAt^T °w reea to receive six mills on each dollar of the first one hundred

thousand dollars ; and one mill on each dollar of all amounts
m excess of said last named sum, and less than two hundred
thousand dollars ; one-third of one mill on each dollar on
all amounts in excess of said last named sum. In counties
where the value of the taxable property for the preceding
year as fixed by the said board of equalization exceeds the
sum of one and one-half million dollars, the county auditor

' shall be entitled to receive five mills on each dollar of the
first one hundred thousand dollars, one-half of one mill on
all amounts in excess of said sum and less than two million
dollars, and one-fifth of one mill on each dollar of all sums
in excess thereof. The board of county commissioners of
each county where clerk hire is necessary in the county
auditor's office, shall provide for the payment of the same.
But no county auditor shall receive any other fee or reward
whatever for his services; .Provided, That no county
auditor shall receive more than twenty-five hundred (2500)
dollars per annum for his personal services nor less than
one hundred (100) dollars.

SEO. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
Wbon act to j /., •,ttkeeobct. and after its passage.
